The following rejection represents the only one applied to the 
present claims. 

Claims 10 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Peeters, T.L., Current Opinion in Investigational Drugs , in view if Miller et al.. 
Peptides . 

Peeters teaches the compound designated GM 61 1 , the compound that is 
administered in the present claims, to be a motilin receptor agonist with potential as a 
prokinetic agent. See the discussion under Current Opinion on page 556, where 
administration of a therapeutic agent such as a motilin receptor agonist, to treat 
hypomotility disorders, such as constipation, is clearly suggested. Miller teaches motilin 
receptors exist in abundance in the colon, and motilin agonists, of which GM 611 is 
taught to be an example, are desirable for the treatment of hypokinetic disorders. See 
the first and third paragraphs in the Introduction. 

As required by claims 15-18, constipation, regardless of its etiology, i.e., that 
induced by an analgesic; by a functional bowel disorder, such as irritable bowel 
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syndrome; or through age-related decreases in intrinsic colonic reflexes, low-fiber diets 
or lack of exercise, would reasonably be suggested by the teachings of the prior art. 
No claim is allowed. 

Dtsch . Z. Verdau Stoffwechselkr .(abstract). is cited to show further the state of 
the art with respect to motility disorders of the colon.
